I think that ou r iMXiple shou ld not l«> 
annece« 8arily alarme<l or have the im- 
preHsiu ii that physicians C4u ry aboot 
contagion. Every physician shou ld b«» 
and is extremely carefu l to oonttne con­ 
tagiou s disiiase« to the {» erKons afflict« « !, 
and sepai'ates them from the well u s 
soon as he is « H?rtain they have a con­ 
tagiou s disease. The dix-tor, after se*'- 
ing a case of this kind, go« )« directly 
home and chang« « his ou t« !r clothing 
and di« inf« )ct8 hims« )lf thorou ghly be­ 
fore visiting other patient« . 
He is then 
as free from contagion as any other citi­ 
zen. 
The press shou ld rememb« « - that when 
it « ays people will not employ physicians 
who 
are 
attending diphth<u ia pa­ 
tients 
it 
is 
exciting 
the 
peo­ 
ple, and cheating all honest doctors 
ou t of 
legitimate patronage. 
Most 
dix-tors have famili« >w and children of 
their own, and are carefu l for this 
reason if for no other. The cases of 
diphth« iria in ou r city have not been 
carried by any hu man agency. We have 
a mild epidemic, and few cas« js com- 
par« « l with other tow ns. The prevalence 
of the 
disease is largely 
du e 
to 
atmospheric conditions. 
We have hiwi 
a wet season and cellars and closets are 
in bail condition. It is inxxwsary to 
q u arantine families who have the « iis- 
ease becau se p« x)ple are not always 
carefu l abou t the rights of others, and 
w'ill go arou nd wearing the clothes they 
have worn in the sick room. The dis- 
eas<‘ is (Xintracted throu gh breathing 
the same atmosphere and from spu ta 
that may alight on the clothing. Borne

contend 
that 
the 
dau g« >r 
is 
confín« « !

writhiu a few feet of the patient, so we 
can keep the other members of the 
family clear if we can prevent them ap­ 
proaching the sick one. 
Ou r board of health is doing all that 
can be done to check the di8« *ase, and is 
to be commended f« 3r its efficient w« >rk. 
If you think a q u arantine is a particu lar 
interference with you r rights, remember 
you r neighbor and fellow citizen also 
have rights. 
Anyone so u iifortu u ate as 
to be u nable to secu re a physician shou ld 
apply to the township tru stees. They 
employ a physician. Be honest with 
you r doctor and he will be hc« nest with 
you . Physicians are mrt a set of thieves, 
bu t are the most philanthropic of any 
prof*3« « ion, preachers not inclu ded.

EDITOR N e w s R e v ie w —Being a phy­ 
sician, and understanding thoroughly 
the subject of diphtheria ho far as its 
pathology has been learned by our I lest 
authorities, I wish to correct any fab-' 
impression that two articles in your 
valued paper of recent date may have 
produced. 
I think that our people should not be 
unnecessarily alarmed or have the im- 
preunion that physicians carry about 
contagion. Every physician should be 
and is extremely careful to confine con­ 
tagions diseases to the persons afflicted, 
aud separates them from the well us 
soon as he is certain they have a con­ 
tagions disease. The doctor, after see­ 
ing a case of this kind, goes directly 
home and changes his outer clothing 
and disinfects himself thoroughly be­ 
fore visiting other patients. He is then 
as free from contagion as any other citi­ 
zen. 
The press should remember that when 
says people will not employ physicians 
who 
are 
attending diphtheria pa­ 
tients 
it 
is 
exciting 
the 
peo­ 
ple, and cheating all honest doctors 
out of legitimate patronage, 
Most 
doctors have families and children of 
their own, and are careful for this 
reason if for no other. The cases of 
diphtheria iii oar city have not beeu 
carried by any human agency. We have 
a mild epidemic, and few cases com­ 
pared with other towns. The prevalence 
of the 
disease is largely 
due 
to 
atmospheric conditions. 
We have had 
a wet season and cellars and closets are 
in bad condition. It is necessary to 
quarantine families who have the dis 
ease because people are not alwuys 
careful about the rights of others, and 
will go around wearing the clothes they 
have worn in the sick room. The dis­ 
ease is contracted through breathing 
the same atmosphere and from sputa 
that may alight on the clothing. Some 
of 
the 
best 
authorities 
contend 
that 
the 
danger 
is 
confined 
to 
within a few feet of the patient, so wre 
can keep the other members of the 
family clear if we can prevent them ap­ 
proaching the sick one. 
Our board of health is doing all that 
can be done to check the disease, and is 
to be commended for its efficient work. 
If you think a quarantine is a particular 
interference with your rights, remember 
your neighbor and fellow citizen also 
have rights. Anyone so unfortunate as 
to be unable to secure a physician should 
apply to the township trustees. They 
employ a physician. Be honest with 
your doctor and he will be honest with 
yon. Physicians are not a set of thieves, 
but are the most philanthropic of any 
profession, preachers not included.

The Rf, Rev Frederick Temple, U 
D., of Loudon, son of an officer iii th* 
army, born Nov. 80. |8$1, was educated 
at the grammar school at Tiverton aud 
proceeding to Gxford, became »rholar 
of Ba.bol college and took his d*gm< 
of B. A. in 1842. 
He was elected fellow 
and mathematical totor of his colic*, 
and having )>ccii ordained in 1846. was 
appointed principal of the training co), 
lege ©f Kindler hull, near Twickenham 
in !s48. 
This poet he resigned in 1855; and 
having held an inspectorship of schools 
during the interval, wa* apnointed, on 
the resignation of Dr. (’oulbuni. in 
I*58, head master of Rugby school Dr 
Tempi-), wh(. was a chaplain to th? 
queen, gained some notoriety in i860 
as the author of the first of tile „,Ten 
"Essays and Reviews.’’ which caused so 
much controversy soon after their ap 
pearaiit-e. 
At the general election of 
1*68, Dr. Temple took an active part in 
Warwickshire iii nupj*ort of Mr (Had. 
stone's measure for the disestablishment 
of the Irish church, and the premier 
nominate*! him to th;* bishopric of Ex­ 
eter iii succession to the lute Dr, Phil.

TOLD BY ITS AUTHOR.

The sto ry o f ho w tbe telepho ne came 
to be iuventfd was to ld by Dr. Alexan­ 
der Graham Bell daring his attendance 
o n th« meeting o f the American Aseo ci- 
atifwi to Pro mo te tbe Teaching o f Bpeech 
lo the Deaf, held at Mo unt Airy, 
Dr, 
Bell’s father was an elo cutitmist iu 
England and well kno wn as a co rrecto r 
t>f defei:ts in utterance, as his grandfa­ 
ther had also N'en. 
His fath« » r had de­ 
vised a metho d o f representing the ac­ 
tio n o f tbe vo cal Mrgans by symbo ls, 
similar to tbo ee used iu chemistry. 
In 
like manner letters repnwenting the va­ 
rio us « irgans o f speech, with flgurea at­ 
tached indicating the po sitio ns o f tho se 
o rgans, wo uld represent certain no unds 
o r spo ken wo rda 
A pert« m placing his 
to ngue, teeth, lips and palate iu tho po ­ 
sitio n indicated by a certain fo rmula 
wo uld pro iluo o a definite so und. The 
use i» f such a system fo r the instructio n 
<jf deaf rautiM was no t o verl« x)ked by 
Dr. Bell’s father, ami experiments were 
made in a little scho o l in Lo udo n. Dr. 
Bell became interested in tbe subject 
and rtevelo ped a metho d o f teaching the 
deaf to speak. 
His father had leo tur« » d 
in this co untry, and tn this way the 
^stem had co me to tbe kno wledge o f 
the deaf and dumb institutio ns in Bo s­ 
to n and o f the pro minent educato rs in 
that city, and in 1871 the btiard o f edn- 
catio n Invibsi Dr. Bell to see what he 
co uld do iu the Bo sto n Sch« io l Fo r the 
Deaf. 
He aco « *pt« d the invitatio u and 
put the system in practice then« with 
very greu. 
succhms , and it was lutni- 
dnced in o ne institutio n after ano th« « r 
thro ugho ut the co untry. 
Dr. Bell did no t at (hat time believe 
it was po ssible fo r deaf mutes to under­ 
stand spiXHjh by lo o king at the mo nth o f 
the speaker. The mechanism o f speech 
was, he tho ught, to o co mplicated fo r 
th at 
He therefo re set to wo rk to in­ 
vent an apparatus which wo uld repre 
sent speech to the eye as it was spo ken 
by thro wing a picture o f the vibratio ns 
o n the ecreeu. He co mmenced his exper­ 
iments with Ko enig’s mano metrio flame 
apparatus, which, by means o f a vibrat­ 
ing diapbram, stretchfxl o n a piece o f 
wo o d divided into two parts, and a se- 
ri» M o f mirro rs pro dnced a band o f light 
with wave effects, acco rding to th« ' 
so und uttered. The flame was to o fee­ 
ble to be pho to graphed. 
Dr, Bell then 
turned his atto ntio n to ano ther appara­ 
tus, called a pho ueto graph, in which 
was stretched a membrane, against 
which a pFirso n spo ke and which car­ 
ried a little pencil o ver a smo ked glass, 
which maile a o urvisi line that co uld 
easily be pho to graphed. 
He made many hundreds o f tracings, 
but unfo rtunately they did no t <*orre- 
■po ud with tho flame pictures b« >fore 
described, and he attributed the tro uble 
to the clumsiness o f the apparatus. 
He 
therefo re mapped o ut changes in the 
cciiHtructlo n o f hit pbo neto graph and 
tho ught he saw in his draft a rude anal 
o gy to the co nstructio n o f the human 
ear 
Instead o f lio iies actuated by 
membrane, as in the ear, he had a levci 
o f wo o d nujved by a mem brana 
He 
therefo re co ncluded to mo dify the shape 
to co rrespo nd with the human ear and 
went to a distinguished anrist in Bo s­ 
to n, Clarence A. Blake, who tuggesbxi 
his expe'rimeuting with an actual hu 
mau ear. Dr. Blake go t an car and dis 
» ected it fo r Dr. Bell so as to expo se the 
membrane and the little bo nes. The do c­ 
to r attaeh« *d a pencil to the bo ne culled 
the malleus, rao istemHi the membrane 
with glycerin and water and co ustruet- 
etl an o ub r ear. 
With this, beautiful 
tracings were made o n the smo ktxl glass. 
The tracings, ho wever, wwe differeut 
fro m what ho had befo re pro duced. 
While ho wasengaged upo n the abo v* 
line o f « earch at the Institutio n Fo r tho 
Do af. he was also develo ping an inven 
tio n o ut o f which he expected lo mak« 
so me mo ney—viz, an electrical multi 
pie telegraph, by which he co uld send 
many messages simultaneo usly o ver o ne 
wire. Dr. Bell simplified this apparatus 
greatly 
He no ticed that when half 
do zen were o perating to gether there 
was a resultant electrical effect, « nd 
that but o ne sending magnet was neces­ 
sary to iiKsiuo e all the so unds. Further 
co usid ratio n co nvinced him that ho 
co uld no t o nly send any number o f mu­ 
sical to ’.res simultaneo usly, but so uuds 
o f a iy kind. 
His familiarity with the 
UHt'.ire o f speech had taught him that 
the term "quality o f so und” means 
really a cho rd o f different musical to nes 
having different iuteusities, and 
ho 
co uld co uo eive ho w a staind o f any kind 
whatever, even wo rds, might be trans­ 
mitted if o ne ci these reeds co uld be 
mo ved in fro nt o f an electro magnet iu 
tbe resultant way in which tbe air is 
mo ved when a so und is uttered. 
His 
experimeuts iu vibratio ns bad tarmht 
him the fo rm o f tho so und waves. 'The 
pro blem Mas to make a mass o f steel 
vibrate iu the way the air do ea The 
pro blem was iu his mind at the time be 
was making the experiments with the 
human ear, befo re described. 
The tho ught suddeuly struck him 
that there was a great dispro po rtio n in 
mass between the bo nes o f the ear and 
the membrane that co nnected them; 
that these bo nes were, relatively to the 
membrane, very heavy and very 
mvm- 
iva 
Why, then, o o nld no t the piece o f 
iro n o r steel be mo ved by attaching it 
to a heavier and stlffer membrane, o f 
the present . « lepho ne fo rm.

TOLO BY IT S AUTHOR. 


Dr. Bull, Like HH Father. Was Interested 
Is Efforts to Instruct Deaf Mates 
W hits 
Encaged la This (.Ins of Work the T ele­ 
phone Was Suggested to Uh. Mind. 


The story of how the telephone came 
to be invented was told by Dr. Alexan­ 
der Graham Bell during hi# attendance 
on the meeting of the American Associ­ 
ation to Promote the Teaching of Hpeerh 
to the Deaf, held at Mount Airy. 
Ut. 
Bell’# father w#s an elocutionist in 
England and well known as a corrector 
of defect# iii Utterance, as hi# grandfa­ 
ther had also been. 
Hi# father had de­ 
vised a method of representing the ac­ 
tion of the vocal organ# by symbols, 
similar to tbooe used in chemistry. 
In 
like manner letters representing the va 
rious organs of speech, with figures a t­ 
tached indicating the positions of those 
organs, woald represent certain sounds 
or spoken words. 
A person placing his 
tongue, teeth, lips and palate in the po 
sition indicated by a certain f<uniula 
would produce a definite sound. 
The 
use of such a system for the instruction 
of deaf mute# was not overlooked by 
Dr. Bell’s father, and experiment# wen* 
made in a little school in London. 
Dr. 
Bell became interested in the subject 
and developed a method of teaching the 
deaf to speak. 
His father had lectured 
in this country, and in this way the 
system had come to the knowledge of 
the deaf and dumb institutions in Bos­ 
ton and of the prominent educators in 
that city, and in 1871 the board of edu­ 
cation invited Dr. Bell to see what he 
could do iu the Bostou School For the 
Deaf. 
He accepted the invitation and 
put the system in practice then' with 
very groat Buroo##, and it was intro­ 
duced in one institution after another 
throughout the country. 
Dr. Bell did not at that time believe 
it wa# possible for deaf mutes to under­ 
stand speech by looking at the mouth of 
the speaker. 
The mechanism of speech 
was, he thought, too complicated for 
that 
He therefore set to work to in­ 
vent an apparatus which would repre­ 
sent speech to the eye as it was spoken 
by throwing a pictnre of the vibration# 
on the screen. He commenced his ex per- 
intent# with Koenig’s manometric flame 
apparatus, whioh, by means of a Vibrat­ 
ing diapbram, stretched on a piece of 
wood divided into two parts, and a se­ 
rif* of mirrors produced a band of light 
with wave effects, according to 
tho 
sound uttered. 
The flame was too fee­ 
ble to be photographed. Dr. Bell then 
turned his attention to another appara­ 
tus, called a phouetograph, in which 
wa# stretched a membrane, 
against 
which a person spoke and whioh car­ 
ried a little pencil over a smoked glass, 
whioh made a curved line that could 
easily be photographed. 
He made many hundreds of tracings, 
but unfortunately they did not corre­ 
spond with tho flame pictural bef or# 
described, and he attributed the trouble 
to the clumsiness of the apparatus. 
He 
therefore mapped out changes in the 
construction of his phonetograph and 
thought ho saw in his draft a rude anal­ 
ogy to the construction of the human 
ear 
Instead of bones actuated by a 
membrane, as in the ear, he had a lever 
of wood moved by a membrane. 
He 
therefore concluded to modify the shape 
to correspond with the hnman ear and 
went to a distinguished aurist in Bos­ 
ton, Clarence A. Blake, who suggested 
his experimenting with an actual hu­ 
man ear. Dr. Blake got an ear and dis 
sec ted it for Dr. Bell so as to expose the 
membrane and the little bones. The doc 
tor attached a pencil to the bone calk'd 
the malleus, moistened the membrane 
with glycerin aud water and construct­ 
ed an outer ear. With this, beautiful 
tracings were made on the smoked glass. 
The tracings, however, were different 
from what ho had before produced. 
While ho was engaged upon the above 
Hue of search at the Institution For the 
Deaf, he was also developing an inven­ 
tion out of which he expected to make 
some money—viz, an electrical m ulti 
pie telegraph, by which he could send 
many messages simultaneously over one 
wire. Dr. Bell simplified this apparatus 
greatly 
He noticed that when half a 
dozen were operating together 
there 
was a resultant electrical effect, and 
that but one sending magnet was neces­ 
sary ti* pioduoe all the sounds. Further 
cousid ration convinced him that he 
could not only send any number of m u­ 
sical tone# simultaneously, but sounds 
of a ty kind. 
His familiarity with the 
nature of speech had taught him that 
the term ’‘quality of sound” means 
really a chord of different musical tones 
having different intensities, and 
he 
could conceive how a sound of any kind 
whatever, even words, might be trans­ 
mitted if one of these reeds could be 
moved in front of an electro magnet in 
the resultant way in which the air is 
moved when a sound is uttered. 
His 
experiments in vibrations had taught 
him the form of the sound waves. The 
problem was to make a mass of steel 
vibrate in tho way the air does. The 
problem was in his mind at the time he 
was making the experiments with the 
human ear, before described. 
The thought 
suddenly struck him 
that there was a great disproportion in 
mass between the bones of the ear and 
the membrane that connected them ; 
that those bones were, relatively to the 
membrane, very heavy and very mass­ 
ive. 
Why, then, oould net the piece of 
iron or steel be moved by attaching it 
to a heavier and stiffer membrane, of 
the present 
-lephone form. The prob­ 
lem was solved. 
It will thus be seen 
that the telephone was the result of two 
separate lines of thought—S t Louis
